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Plight of 
Laguna Beach 
sounds familiar 

, Bill Seavey dropped off a piece that 
appeared in the Los Angeles Times Metro 
Section Sunday concerning Laguna 
Beach and its recent changes. 

As he says, “Some real parallels here,” 
and, indeed, there are. 

Laguna Beach is losing many of its 
retail businesses because rents have risen 
at an alarming rate, says the piece. A for¬ 
mer mayor told Times Writer Richard Beene 
that one of the problems facing the 
community of 20,000 is that so much of 
the property is owned by people who do 
not live in the community. Therefore, they 
don’t have an allegiance to the local 
citizens. 

In last week’s editorial, The News 
stressed this as one of Sierra Madre’s 
greatest problems and it seems to be the 
problem of many smaller communities. 
There is no commitment to the town so the 
owners simply don’t care. 

What has happened to Laguna Beach’s 
shoe stores, pet shops, small 
shops? They have drifted away to a less 
expensive area or closed their 
doors. 

Does that sound familiar? Painfully 
familiar. Where is the shoe store? Where 
are several dress shops that used to be 
here? And what happened to the health 
food store? They couldn’t survive so they 
left. That’s Sierra Madre. And it sounds just 
like what happened to Laguna Beach with¬ 
in the past 10 years. 

In Laguna Beach the City Council 
enacted an emergency ordinance to 
restrict certain types of businesses and 
there went the T-shirt shops and frozen 
dessert stores. 

Here we are urging our City Council- 
members to set a moratorium restricting 
office buildings from taking over retail areas 
aruf reserving retail rentals to the front of 
the buildings so that office space may be 
construct^ in the back or second story of 
those buildings. 

Is that the only way Sierra Madre can 
survive? If so, then let’s do it. But let’s do 
It fast. , * 

Russell introduces 
bill to stop phone 
porno messages 

State Senator Newton R. Russell (R- 
Qlendale) has introduced legislation aimed 
at stopping children from hearing porno¬ 
graphic messages over the phone. 

SB 1844 would deregulate billing of 
information access services, thus enabling 
telephone corporations to stop collecting 
customer charges for dial-a-pom com¬ 
panies. According to Russell, total revenue 
for these lines amounts to $70 miliion 
with a $27 million profit. Dial-a-porn 
accounts for 60 percent of that totai. 

Senator Russell went on to say that 
SB 1844 is a bipartisan effort, with 28 
co-authors indicating their support for the 
bill. 

Russell believes this legislation is 
necessary to help insure that youngsters 
do not have access to such sexually ex¬ 
plicit messages. “Hopefully, the ultimate 
effect of my legislation will be to drive 
these dial-a-pom companies of business.” 
concluded Russell.

City Council Amt^Hy? 

Several months ago a 
Sierra Madre resident re¬ 
quested the City Council 
to rewrite or amend the 
swimming pool develop¬ 
ment standards, as it per¬ 
mitted the pools to be 
placed in the front yards. 

The City Council 
agreed that having a pool, 
or spa in the front yard 
was not very attractive 
and they asked the plan¬ 
ning commission to re¬ 
write, or amend the 
building standard re¬ 
quirements for set¬ 


backs and to also provide 
some type of screening 
for privacy. 

The planning com¬ 
mission spent many hours 
of study before amending 
the building standards 
for pools, spas, hot tubs 
and other recreational 
equipments. The com¬ 
mission did feel that 
anyone who had built 
their house at the rear 
of the lot should be 
able to have a pool in 
from of their house with 
appropriate front 
yard set-backs. An 
amendment was written 


for the front yard pools 
to have twice the required 
front yard set-backs. (In 
the R-1 zone, the 
required set-back is 25 
feet.) 

The City Council, 
minus Mayor-Pro-Tem 
Sam Simpson and Lisa 
Fowler, who were both 
excused, amended the 
swimming pool ord. No. 
1037 by removing the 
section dealing with front 
yard set-backs. 

Apparently the Council 
now feels that front 
yard pools, or spas are 


more attractive 
than they were before. 

It was also stated that 
twice the required front 
yard set-back was excessive 
and saw no reason why 
our development 
standards needed to be 
any different than the 
surrounding communities. 

1 have always felt that 
Sierra Madre was 
special and I would like 
to sec our quality of life 
here to be better than 
other surrounding 
communities.

Dottie Underwood, ad¬ 
vertising manager of the S. M. News, drove 
to AI Foxton’s service station the other day 
to pick up some ad copy. While she sal in her 
car, Foxton demonstrated the kind of service 
he advertises by giving the car a thorough 
going over — gas, water, oil, battery, tires and 
windshield. He then deftly removed her glasses, 
squirted them with windshield fluid and wiped 
them carefully, and placed them back on her 
nose. He left the girl speechless.

Tips, Tales A Tantalizers 

One of life’s mysterious and amusing 
vegeiabic/hcrbs is the brussels sprout, or as 
my mom has always called them, baby 
cabbages. That’s what they actually are. The 
“choux de Bruxelles,” which is French for 
brusells sprouts, is also related to cauliflower, 
horseradish, mustard, radish, turnips, sweet 
alyssum and watercress. Also for those readers 
who thought, like me, that the sprouts grow 
in baskets in the vegetable section of the 
supermarket — well, they don’t. They grow 
on a long stem in clusters with leaves on the 
top of the stem, resembling cabbage leaves. 

Spanish legends claim the sprouts were 
derived from wild cabbage to please King 
Nebuchadnezzar 1, who ruled Babylon in 
602 B.C. Legend — and medical texts — 
also state the brussels sprouts cure hangovers, 
which was the reason Nebuchadnezzar had a 
great need of them. (They are a great blood 
cleanser.) 

Besides curing the king’s hangovers, the 
sprouts are high in vitamins and minerals. 
Frenchmen eat them to tone their inner body. 
The juice from boiled sprouts is used as a 
curaiicc wash and can also stop swelling. 

While many current books claim that the 
sprout originated in Brussels, Belgium, which 
was founded in 1831, ancient Greek writings 
prior to 200 B.C. talk about this mysterious 
herb. 

So, if you haven’t eaten this mysterious 
herb lately, you might want to try it by cooking 
it lightly in water, white wine or butter. Try 
seasoning it with parsley or covered with 
cheese. Caraway seeds sprinkled on top also 
add variety. Besides being very tasty, and 
very healthy, they are low in calories, about 
10 per sprout — with a delicate flavor — fit 
for a king!

Youths need training 
in the sport of skate¬ 
boarding, says Rob Her¬ 
rick, Arcadia young 
man who turns 21 years 
in March. 

Herrick is attending 
Rio Hondo College in 
preparation for becom¬ 
ing a firefighter. When 
he graduates this June he 
will .go on to the fire 
academy, says this 
Arcadian who lives at 
home with his parents, 
Jim and Rosemary 
Herrick. 

“There is a need for 
training, the right 
training, in a skate¬ 
board park,” Herrick 
told The News last week. 
He had written a letter to 
The News with sugges¬ 
tions for engineering 
needed for a prospective 
skateboard park. 

Herrick cautioned 
that land used for such 


a project could not be 
landfill since, he 
remembers, the one in 
Goleta “started sinking” 
after I‘A years. “It’s very 
important to think about 
the type of land that is 
used for the project,” 
he says. 

Of course, liability is 
another factor. He says 
the Boy Scouts of Amer¬ 
ica acted as insurer for 
the Del Mar Skatepark 
that has since closed. 

One of the pluses for 
considering a skate- 
park in the area of upper 
Pasadena, Sierra Madre 
or Arcadia is that it is 
near the mountains. The 
terrain is natural because 
it allows various levels 
of elevation, he believes. 

When asked why he 
enjoyed the sport of 
skateboarding so 
much, Herrick answers, 
“There are no new tricks

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in cross county. I’ve tried 
it and you just run, run, 
run. In skateboarding 
there is always the 
chance to get better and 
have fun. There is no 
way to hit a wall and 
stop. You go up the wall. 
Anyone doing the sport 
should have a back¬ 
ground of gymnastics. 
I’m careful and that’s 
why I don’t use a helmet. 
It really depends upon 
where you skate.” 

Owners and operators 
of skateboard parks 
demand that skaters 
wear helmets, knee pads 
and elbow pads. Those 
who skate on streets and 
sidewalks in towns find 
that helmets distract 
them, impeding their 
hearing and sight. 

Herrick’s parents 
were against the sport at 


first. Now “they see I 
have fun so they try to 
help me.” He started 
skating in 1977 and quit 
for awhile, then went 
back to it in 1983. 

He estimates that 80 
percent of the Arcadia 
kids have a skateboard 
in their homes. He point¬ 
ed to one set of parents 
who built a skateboard 
ramp in their backyard 
so neighbor residents 
could enjoy the sport off 
the city streets. 

Herrick skates in 
Upland at the Pipeline 
once a week. 

"You’re always learn¬ 
ing. It’s always different. 
It’s never dull. Balance is 
very important and that’s 
why I believe that you 
should be a good 
gymnast to enjoy the 
sport,” Herrick con¬ 
cludes. 
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When The News asked 
Rick Demonirond, pro¬ 
fessional skateboarder 
who is known as “Spidey,” 
how he got into the sport, 
he answered “1 stepped 
on a board. I comes 
natural. Some people 
like to play golf. I just 
go out and ride.” 

Demontrond, 21, of 
El Monte, has been 
riding for 12 years and as 
a professional has 
endorsements form Con¬ 
verse All Star, Quick¬ 
silver Clothing and from 
Independent Trucks 
(who manufacture a part 
of skateboards). He 
skates six to eight hours 
a week. 

It’s unst r ucl ured. 
There is so much room 
for innovation. There 
are no boundaries,” 
says the professional 
who is hired from time to 
time to give demonstra¬ 
tions of the sport. 
“People who can’t con¬ 
ceive a painting call it 
art. To some it’s a toy, to 
some a sport,” he 
says, pushing his hat back 
from his face. “I just 
ride.” 

Demontrond was in¬ 
jured during a demo and 
is just now getting back 
on skates after about 
six months. He hurt his 
knee six times, he 
explains, and he 
says his knee did not 
have proper care. His 
sponsors do not assist 
him financially with his 
medical care. 

“I could have sued 
the store where 1 was 
doing the demo but I 
wasn’t brought up that 
way. Californians are 
!j^e-happy.” 

Why was he injured 
since he is a professional 
and should know how to 
handle himself? “1 was 
doing a demo and 1 
was pushing the limit. 

I fell wrong and tweaked 
my knee. Doctors call 
it a basketball-type 
injury.” 

The skating pro 
says, “Kids who play 
basketball have courts. 
There are baseball fields 
and swimming pools. 
Building a skateboard 
park would be easier 
if the city or IcKal govern¬ 
ment sponsored it. They 
could charge for member-

ships to cover the pro¬ 
cessing fees. Oh boy, so 
many people want a 
skatepark.” 

How much would a 
skateboard park cost? 
“The estimate you pub¬ 
lished in the paper ($20,(XX) 
according to a local 
mother) wouldn’t 
cover it. You’d 
need about $100,000 and 
you’d need three sections. 
The reservoir would be 
for beginners and the 
medium bowl for those 
who are pretty good. 
The pool would be the 
area where kids who 
really know how to skate 
would spend their time.” 

How fast has he skated? 
On a slalom run about 
35 mph. However, it 
is possible to go up to 
80 mph under the right 
conditions, he says. 

At first his mother 
would not sign for a 
skateboard “but I got in. 
Mom was a platform 
swimming diver,” he 
points out, remarking 
that her sport was very 
dangerous, too. She 
has her English degree 
and is a writer by trade. 
Her name is Svivia Bar. 

Do many skateboarders 
smoke and/or drink? 
“Smoking and drinking

have been around 
forever. Everybody wants 
to be somebody. Some¬ 
times they take the wrong 
means.” 

When he started skat¬ 
ing there were no 
skateparks. He learned 
the basics on his own, by 
‘‘watching people.” 
You must have good 
balance and need to 
know how to shift your 
weight, he explains. 

Skateboarding is a 
major workout. He 
does stretching exercises 
to warm up. He eats only 


health food, fruit, 
chicken and fish. He 
eats no fast foods, no 
meats, and drinks only 
distilled water. 

The pro is a slim 145 
pounds for his 6’ 1” 
frame. 

‘‘In my business. 
I’m my own manager, 
PR, doctor. You are 
it,” he says. 

Demontrond plans to 
go back to Mount Sac 
this semester to continue 
his education. He is 21 
years old.

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Woodland residents stage ‘bridge-in’ 


Sierra Madre residents in the area of Woodland 
Bridge in the canyon are staging a “bridge-in” next 
Sunday, Feb. 7, on the freeway-status bridge. 
The reason for the potluck lunch Sunday just after 
noon at 12:30 p.m. is to explore how the seven-ton 
bridge can be made to look more like the pastoral 
area around it. 

Although federal funds were used to finance the 
bridge, residents say they didn’t expect the sort 
of “monstrosity” that developed, totally “out of 
character with our Sierra Madre canyon area,” 
says Toby McManmon, one of those who organized 
the “bridge-in.” She is also concerned about the 
way the guardrails extend beyond the bridge. 

Two years ago the Los Angeles Road Depart¬ 
ment laid down the law, so to speak. Earlier they 
had told Sierra Madre to repair, replace or post 
the bridge, says City Administrator Jim McRea. 
The old Woodland Bridge was unsafe for transpor¬ 
ting any heavy-duty truck, and that included fire 
equipment, trash trucks, flood control equipment. 

Funds were sought to replace the bridge lo¬ 
cated at the upper end of Woodland near ^ Sierra 
Madre dam. At that time there were no local funds 
available for the project and federal funds were 
found. As a federal project, certain guidelines had to 
be observed. Even so, the bridge is 28 feet wide and 45 
feet long, McRea says. 


At seven tons it is much more than is needed by 
the local fire department, says Sierra Madre Fire 
Marshal Bill Kramer. He adds that the former 
bridge was unsafe for fire equipment since it would 
safely carry only \Vi tons. Width of the 
old bridge was about 14 feet, he estimates, “cer¬ 
tainly not enough for modern fire equipment,” 
Kramer adds. 

Residents say they had no idea of what to ex¬ 
pect when workmen started the bridge. It was soon 
obvious, however, that what they were getting was 
hardly what they expected. The monster bridge, al¬ 
though it is now safe to fire-fighting equipment, is 
more than is necessary for the sylvan glades of the 
local canyon. But once the federal funds were ac¬ 
cepted, there was no going back. Either the bridge 
measured up to federal standards or there would be 
no bridge. And a bridge was undoubtedly needed 
for residents to cross the wash area. 

The residents say they would like the city to 
plant shrubs close to the bridge so that guardrails 
won’t stick out like a sore thumb. Their homes, 
snuggled on various sized lots, have individual 
character. Value of the homes has hardly been im¬ 
proved because of the bridge, they say. 

The outcome? That will be reported after resi¬ 
dents meet with the city with suggestions of how the 
bridge can be improved. 


Residents show ‘consenative enthusiasm’ 


The atmosphere at Monday evening’s skate¬ 
board park meeting could have been described as 
“conservative enthusiasm.” About 60 parents and 
students were there, discussing how other cities 
managed a skateboard park, liability insurance, 
organization, realistic ambitions, and where they 
would go next. 

Nearly every hand in the room shot up when 
Susan Hartley, organizer of the skateboard rally, 
requested the number of volunteers after one of the 
young people asked, “What can we do?” 

The list of volunteers is long and includes 
parents, onlookers, young people, even a skating 
pro. 

Thom Sanford’s enthusiasm caught on quickly 
and ignited the whole room when he said, “Begin 
with a committee that will do something constructive. 
Let’s find land usable for leasing.” 

Hartley said City Administrator Jim McRea 
had described two areas in Sierra Vista Park which 
could be converted to areas for both beginners 
and advanced skateboarders. She said, “We’re not 
talking about something that’s not possible.” 

tj »■» .nUil ‘ Mi , 
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Hartley described the number of accidents in 
a Virginia Beach, Va. skateboard park that had a 
ramp II ft. high, 32 feet long and 48 feet wide. 
During the first 12 months, 6295 people used the park 
and there were 17 accidents with nine needing 
paramedics. 

The following year 9980 people used the ramp 
with 19 accidents and four needing paramedic 
assistance. 

When the problem of insurance loomed, one 
parent suggested going for the big corporations ol 
insurance. Another asked, “What do ski lodges do 
for insurance?” 

Another said, “I’d like to form an association 
similiar to the Little League. Maybe we could have 
membership cards for 12 months, charge $12 a year. 
Then we could charge a tiomitial fee to etiter the 
park.” 

Another asked, “Have we approached the 
Athletic Association?” One mother said she had 
contacted Nick Schultz and he had been very en¬ 
couraging and asked the group to stay in touch.

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Home sales remain 
strong in October 
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More house 
buying possible 


‘Corporate Burn-out’ seminar Feb. 10,11 


California home sales 
remained strong in Octo¬ 
ber despite interest rate 
increases in early 
September which were 
expected to take some of 
the luster off the fall 
real estate market, ac¬ 
cording to the California 
Association of REAL¬ 
TORS (C.A.R.) 

Statewide, 552,590 
existing single-family, 
detached homes closed 
escrow in October on 
a seasonally adjusted, 
annualized basis — down 
.1 percent from Septem¬ 
ber and 5.7 percent less 
than in October 1986, 
when 585,991 homes 
were sold. 

“Thre market was sur¬ 
prisingly strong,” said 
C.A.R. President 
Jack Paulson, a San 
Jose REALTOR. “We 
expect a fairly sharp 
downturn in sales be¬ 
cause fixed interest rates 
were going up during the 
early part of September, 
when the commitments 
on most of the homes 
with October escrow 
closings were being 
made.” 

However, the avail¬ 
ability of adjustable 
rate mortgages with low 
initial interest rates 
helped keep most buyers 
in the market as fixed 
interest rates began 
to rise, Paulson 
explained. The 5.7 per¬ 
cent drop in year-over¬ 
year sales was attributed 
by C.A.R. Chief Econo¬ 
mist Joel Singer to 
lower interest rates and 
housing prices a year 
ago. _ 

j "Lpst October, fixed 
rate mortgages avera^d 
10 percent, whereas 
they averaged 11.25 


percent this October,” 
said Singer. “The 1986 
market also was boosted 
by the impending effects 
of tax reform, which en- 
c o u r a g e d existing 
homeowners to trade up 
to more expensive homes 
and caused significant 
numbers of lower-priced 
confidence was generally 
stronger a year ago than 
it was whett itiicrest 
rates began to move up 
iti early September of 
this year.” 

The statewide price of 
a home increases slightly 
to $144,786 in October, 
a .6 percent increase 
from September’s 
median price of $143,882. 
The October median 
price, however, was 13.7 
percent higher than it 
was a year ago, whett 
it stood at $127,387. 

‘‘The sharp dis¬ 
parity in price between 
this year and last can 
be attributed in part to 
the fact that fewer higher- 
priced homes with four 
or more bedrooms were 
sold a year ago October,” 
said Singer. “Another 
reason is that homes are 
selling faster today 
than they did a year ago. 
When inventories are 
tight, sellers tend to 
get what they are asking.” 

The unsold inventory 
index, which measures 


the time it would take 
for all listed hotnes to 
sell at the current rate 
of sales, dropped frotn 
5.7 months in September 
to 5.5 months in October. 
The index was well below 
its October 1986 level of 
7.1 months. 

Condominium sales, 
meanwhile, have profited 
from the higher home 
prices and tighter inven¬ 
tories of detached homes, 
C.A.R. reported. 

On a non-seasonally 
adjusted basis, October 
sales of existing condo¬ 
miniums were up 2.2 per¬ 
cent from September 
and a healthy 30 percent 
from October 1986 sales. 
The unsold inventory 
index for condos dropped 
from *15.9 months in 
October 1986 to 10.2 
months in October of 
this year, reflecting 
strotigcr demattd and a 
smaller number*of list¬ 
ings. In September, the 
index was at 10.6 motiths. 

The median sales price 
of a condominium in 
October was $125,434, 
an increase of 1.5 
percent from Septetnber’s 
median price of $123,559. 
This year’s median 
price, however, was 12.8 
percent above last 
October’s price of 
$111,216.

An esitmated 40,000 
more California house¬ 
holds will be able to pur¬ 
chase a home at a low¬ 
er rate of interest next 
year because of actions 
announced today by the 
nation’s two largest pur¬ 
chasers of loans sold on 
the secondary mortgage 
market, according to the 
California Association of 
Realtors (C.A.R.). 

The Federal National 
Mortgage Association 
(FNMA) and the Federal 
Home Loan Mortgage 
Corporation (FHLMC) 

— known as “Fannie 
Mae” and “Freddie Mac” 

— said recently they will 
increase the ceiling on 
residential mortgage loans 
they will purchase from 
financial institutions from 
the current level of $153, 
100 to $168,700. The 
new ceiling applies to 
loans originated after 
Jan. 1, 1988. 

For homebuyers in the 
California home market, 
the increase is significant 
for several reasons, ac¬ 
cording to C.A.R. Presi¬ 
dent Jack Paulson. 

“In California, where 
home prices are substan¬ 
tially higher than they are 
just about anywhere else 
in the nation, the increase 
will have a positive im¬ 
pact on both buyers and 
sellers of homes by mak¬ 
ing more credit available 
to homebuyers at a low¬ 
er cost,” said Paulson. 

The Fannie Mae and 
Freddie Mac programs 
benefit homebuyers by 
reducing interest rates by 
approximately half of one 
percent 'on loans which 
conform to the limit, ac¬ 
cording to C.A.R. re¬ 
search. In turn, mort¬ 
gage lenders are able to

The nationwide median 
price of a home in Octo¬ 
ber was $84,900. In Cali¬ 
fornia, however, the med¬ 
ian price of a home 
during the same period 
was $144,786. Half of all 
existing, single - family 
detached homes sold in 
California during Octo¬ 
ber sold for less than 
that price, while half sold 
for more. 

In the major metro¬ 
politan areas of the state, 
median home prices in 
October ranged from a 
low of $187,556 in the 
Sacramento area to a high 
of $176,2% in the San 
Francisco Bay region. 

“The increase in the 
loan ceiling is particu¬ 
larly important to Cali¬ 
fornians because homes 
in the three largest cities 
already are above the 
current limit,” said 
C.A.R. Chief Economist 
Joel Singer. . 

“A decision to main¬ 
tain the current $153,100 
loan ceiling for 1988 
would have been disas¬ 
trous of the California 
homebuyer,” said Singer. 
“With housing prices 
expected to increase by 
approximatley 6 percent 
next year, fewer loans 
would conform and buy¬ 
ers would be forced to 
face higher interest rates 
if they wanted a 30-year 
fixed-rate loan.” 

The increase should 
help improve housing af¬ 
fordability next year, ac¬ 
cording to Singer.

“We are very close to signing a lease in a near¬ 
by town, in an adjacent community. We’ll sign within 
the next two weeks. It’s in the legal area of 
attorneys reviewing lease documents.” 

Goss said. “It has been interesting. Not only did 
we approach various landlords but also three cities’ 
chambers of commerce and city halls in those 
towns. It is very interesting to see the response. 
Pasadena largely didn’t care. They are indifferent 
with no plan to entice new business. Arcadia was 
marginal. But Monrovia has gone to bat like a 
championship player. Obviously, the city is on the 
move, interested in bringing business, finding 
business and making the community more attractive 
to business. They arc on the phone with us twice a 
day. Every piece of properly in the city of Monrovia 
has been brought to our attention. We are exceedingly 
impressed with Monrovia.” 

The News asked Goss if it could be assumed 
that Monrovia is the town he plans to use as his 
next office center, and he answered, “No. you 
cannot assume that.’’ 

He says he is about to turn over his rentals to 
a real esiaie agent because he has had only one 
or two major tenants. 

How siHin will the two companies move? ’’.As 
rapidly as possible.”

located a business and a home in Arcadia. 

Six months after purchasing a liquor store “the 
state said they were changing the market place from 
fair trade to competition. We had invested every¬ 
thing we’d made in 20 years, and in September, 1983, 
we sold the business.” 

He and his wife, Edda, have been married 29 
years. They met when she was a junior and he was 
a senior in high school. They were engaged after 
he joined the Navy and were married in Maine when 
he was 20 and she 19. 

The loss of their son, Scott, who was murdered 
July 28, 1986 when he was 24 years old, has been 
very difficult for the family, of course. The 
trial started Jan. 28 and will probably run through 
March. Hutson explains that Scott’s death was part 
of triple homicide but he cannot speak about the 
case since it is in court. 

“1 realize how important the Main Street Pro¬ 
gram is for Sierra Madre and as yet I don’t know 
who are or who will be involved, of course. People 
who have lived here will know things I’ll come to 
know. Sierra Madre environment is struggling to 
survive, li is much like my hometown of Woodstock. 
They’ve given in to the ’70s and ’80s and have lost 
some of the pristine things that still exist in Sierra 
Madre ... We must get )he leadership together, 
independently and cooperatively, and try to mediate 
a eiiiina' .icceptance of each other’s view'^ 
There’s a lot of static in this environment. If I 
look at both philosophies, they’re both legitimate . . . 
I’m a great believer in the voluntary system. If 
the ‘professional’ staff is not playing a dominant 
role in a decision-making process then they’re not 
doing their job. Success won’t happen.” 

The Hutsons have a son, Daniel, who is adver¬ 
tising manager at Victoria Basler -and Associates in 
Arcadia, and a daughter, Sandra, who is a com¬ 
munications and public relations major at 
San Luis Obispo.

Friday. 

Valencia applauds Sierra Madre Police Depart¬ 
ment for spending so much time, protecting the 
property. Because of the electrical shutoff, the alarm 
at Christopher’s continued to malfunction. Billy 
Sullivan at Bottle Shop hooked the alarm to his 
electrical system to alleviate the problem. 

Other business owners involved say there was 
no way they could carry on their business during 
those three days.

fire chief outlines options 


Lilavois leads La Salle 
in Santa Fe League action 


' Last week we reported the number of hours 
needed by an individual to become an Emergency 
Medical Technician as opposed to a paramedic, a 
difference of over 1000 hours, according to Sierra 
Madre Fire Chief Edward Tracy. 

In this issue. The News would like lo jist op¬ 
tions for obtaining emergency medical care be¬ 
sides the EMT service now employed as a vol¬ 
unteer service to the city under the umbrella ol 
the Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Departmenl. 

The other options cost money, something that 
the city has not had to address since the fire depart¬ 
ment is one of the few volunteer fire departments 
left in southern California. 

Contracting with a prisatc ambulance com¬ 
pany service, such as Arcadia - Monrovia Ambu¬ 
lance Company, would require locating an ambu¬ 
lance with the appropriate certified personnel within 
the city limits during the weekday hours ol 8 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. A fee of $92 pet hour would be charged 
to the city, a total of $735 per day, according to 
a report compiled by the Sierra Madre Fire De¬ 
partment for the City Council about a year ago. 
This cost, the report says, would be. offset by any 
charges generated by patient transportation which 
the ambulance company would bill patients. 

If the ambulance were located outside the city 
limits, the ambulance compatiy would respond the 
closest or first available unit with ati estimated 
response time of approximately seven to 10 minutes. 

If the fee could not be collected from the patient 
directly, the city would be billed at a rate ol $75 
to $150 per respotisc. There would be no charge 
to the city since the ambulance company would bill 
the patient directly. 

Three additional paramedics, along with the 
purchase of an additional ambulance, would be 
required if the city signed a contraet with the Ar¬ 
cadia Fire Department for emergency medical treat¬ 
ment. The paramedics and the ambulance would 
be stationed at the fire department’s Orange Grove 
Ave. station (No. 33). The unit would also be 
available to respond to emergeney calls within the 
city of Arcadia. 

Cost? It would cost Sierra Madre $150,000 
per year and would increase the level of care pro¬ 
vided. The Arcadia Fire Department would charge 
the patient $150 for transportation which would 
be used to offset the city’s $150,000 payment to 
the Arcadia Fire pepartment. 

If Sierra Madre decided to contract with the 
city of Pasadena, the tieighboring city would pro¬ 
vide paramedic service to Sierra Madre for a 
monthly standard fee. The patient would be billed 
by the city of Pasadena for each transportation 
to a local hospital. Any revenue received would 
be offset against the monthly standby fee. If the 
city of Pasadena were unable to eolleet from the 
patient, the city of Sierra Madre would be billed 
at a reduced rate. 

In the report compiled by the Sierra Madre 
Fire Department, possible ways for recouping the 
cost o<'paraniedic sot \ .ewer ^uege^ted. 

The report iVads, “As currently used by the 
cities of Monrovia and LaVerne, they have imple¬ 
mented an Emergency Medical Service fee. A ballot 
measure was approved by voters which called for a 
$2 per month charge to each water meter. La- 
Verne’s ordinance went one step further and tied 
the fee to the Consumer Price Index (CPI) and 
the service fee is reevaluated each year. 

“If the city of Sierra madre and its eiti/ens 
were to approve such a fee structure, it would 
generate $84,tKK) per year (35(K) water meters at 
$2 per iTtfs-ith over a 12-month period). At a fee 
of only $1 per month, this would generate $42,(X)0 
per year.” 

Another option would be the subseription 
service fee with each residential unit paying a yearly 
fee of $25. That would include each single family 
dwelling, apartment meter or condominium occu¬ 
pant. They would receise non-chargeable service 
and emergency medical transpiirtation to local hos¬ 
pitals, Assuming 1(X) percent participation, says the 
report, this would generate approximately $1(X),(XX) 
(4000 dwelling units at $25 each). However, nu)st 
cities report a 50 percent participation in this 
program. 

In the report, 1 ire C hiel Iracy points out that 
using the number ol transports Irom a year ago — 
348 — a proposed chari!e for each transport would 
translate into the lollowing IuikF tor the city: \t 
$50 each the projected resenue would be $l7,4tX). 
At a proposed change ol $b5, the revenue wuuld 
be $22,620. II each transport weie charged $75, 
the proposed revenue would he S26,1(X), \nd, using 
$100 per transpoii as a proposed charge, the pro¬ 
jected revenue would be $34,8(X).
